CURRENCY BILL UNANIMOUSLY APPROVED 


House Republicans in Caucus Consider the Bill. 


Not Amended Except in Two Minor Partic- 


ulars, Cautious Mr. Cannon Freed His 


Mind. Suggestions Not Pressed 


Washington, Dee. T.—The house Re- 


publicans were In caucus ypitprflay on 
the currency bill. 
This caucus was a 


continuation of the one held Tuesday 
evening, and Its existence wasjreallya 
victory (or tha advocates of making 
mandatory upon the secretary of the 
treasury, instead of permissive, the 
maintenance of the parity of the metals 
on a gold basis, for had the advocates 
of this change been willing to accept the 
bill as it was, an agreement could prob- 
ably have been reached Tuesday night 
From another quarter objection came. 
Mr. Cannon of Illinois, ^vho has always 
been exceedingly cautious upon gold 
standard proposals, wanted to free his 
mind. 
He gave as his reason for ask- 


ing this deliberation that he wanted its 
provisions so adjusted that ho should 
not have to appear in the house in an 
attitude of opposition to the majoiity 
of the party. 
The caucus resulted in 


the unanimous approval of the bill, and 
a recommendation of its immediate 
consideration and passage. 
This was 


accomplished by the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


"Resoh ed, that H. R. 1, entitled 'a bill 


to define and fix the standard of value., 
to maintain tha parity of all forms of 
money issued and coined by the United 
States and for other purposes,' be and the 
same is hereby" approved, and its im- 
mediate consideration by the house and 
passage after 
reasonable 
debate is 


recommended and urged." 


In pursuance of this resolution, Mr. 


Overstreet of Indiana, ^\ho introduced 
the bill and is in general charge of it, 
will submit a resolution asking that a 
special rule be reported for the immedi- 
ate consideration of this measure. The 
terms of this special rule are practically 
agreed upon, and provide that the de- 
bate shall begin next Monday, with a 
final vote at the close of the week. 


The unanimous approval gi\en to the 


bill came after two hours of discussion 
and the adoption of two amendments 
approved by the Iramers of the bill. 
"When the meeting began Mr. Cannon 
surrendered the chair to Mr. Heptmrn in 
order to present his views on some 
modifications he thought 
desirable. 


These related to the national banking 
features of the bill, and Mr. Cannon gave 
it as his individual opinion that this 
branch of the subject might better be 
modified 
or omitted. 
He 
distinctly 


stated,'ho\v ever, that he supported the 
bill as a "tvhofe and would vote foi- it, 
and this was further shown when he 
voted for the resolution of approval. 
Mr. Cannon's suggestions did not take 
the form of amendments, and were not 
pressed. 


The main amendment was proposed 


by the framers of the bill to clear up 
some ambiguity of the present law. It 
is to be a new section, numbered 9, and 
is as follows! 


Section 9—That section 10 of an act 


approved July 12, 1882, entitled an act 
to enable national banking associations 
to extend their corporate existence be, 
and the same is, amended so as to read 
as follows: 


Section 10—That upon a deposit of 


bonds as described in section 5159 and 
6160 of the revised statutes, the associa- 
tion making the same shall be entitled 
to receive from the comptroller of the 
currency circulating notes of different 
denomination in blank, registered and 
countersigned as provided by law, not 
exceeding the par value of the United 
States bonds so transferred 
and de- 


livered, and at no time shall the total 
amount of such note Issued to any such 
association exceed the amount at such 
time paid In of its capital stock; and the 
provisions of 5171 and 6176 of the re- 
vised statutes are hereby repealed. 


Another amendment is to section 4 of 


the bill, inserting the word "redemp- 
tion" before "fund," to make more plain 
that our redeemed notes and certificates 
are to beheld. 


Mr. "Warner offered an amendment re- 


lating to that feature known as the im- 
pounding of the greenbacks, but he was 
satisfied from examination 
that the 


amendment was not essential and It was 
withdrawn. There were some other sug- 
gestions and tentative amendments, but 
they were not pressed and the resolution 
of approval was then 
unanimously 


adopted. 


Mr. Overatree* and his associates who 


framed the bill were warmly congratu- 
lated on having been able to command 
such complete unanimity and approval, 
WhlQh. is regarded as giving assurance 
that the bill will be passed before th« 
Christmas recess. 


Nearly 800 bills and Joint resolution*, 


several important concurrent resolutions 
and petitions, numbering hundreds, were 
presented to the senate yesterday. Some 
Of the bills, a majority of them, in fact, 
were old stagers, which had been in- 
troduced In the last congress or In pre- 
vious congresses. 
A vast number of 


them were of minor Importance, but a 
few were, of national interest and con- 
sequence. 


Mr. Aldrleh had the honor of intro- 


ducing the first measure in the senate. 
It was the financial bill, drawn by the 
•tnate committee on finance, of which 
Mr. Alrdlch Is chairman, and probably 
was the most Important measure intro- 
duced during the day. 


Resolutions were offered providing for 


an Investigation by the judiciary com- 
mittee of all phases of polygamy re- 
cently presented in connection with 
what is known as the Roberts case, ex- 
pressing the sympathy of the senate for 
tba Boers In their war with Great Brit- 
ain- and declaring that Senator N. B-1 


Scott of West Virginia is not entitled 
to a seat in the senate. 


Mr. Harris (Pop., Kan.) was appointed 


• temporary member of the committee 
on privileges and elections. 
The ap- 


pointment Is Important and significant* 
because the committee has under con- 
sideration the Quay, Clark and Scott 
contests. 


Senator Harris has been generally re- 


garded as antagonistic to the right of 
a governor to fill a senatorial vacancy 
where }h« legislature fails to elect, and 
ae the committee is close, so far as can 
be surmised fiom the records of pcn- 
ators, his vote may dct'rmtne the rhar- 
ft$ter of thejeport to be submlttedto the 


senate ior Its action In Senator Quay's 
case. 


The secretary of the navy transmitted 


to the senate a report made by Bear 
Admiral O'Neil upon the 
subject of 


armor plate for naval vessels. It re- 
views the whole subject of aimor plate 
and the efforts that have been made to 
obtain armoi' *t the price fixed by con- 
gress. It goes into the subject of manu- 
facture of armor plate in great detail 
and concludes by recommending that 
the restriction In price be removed. If 
it is not, it asserts that it will be im- 
possible to continue the construction of 
modern naval vessels. As to the estab- 
lishment of a government armor plate 
factoiy it is asseited that, owing to the 
increase in the pi Ice of materials, it is 
necessary to add 30 peicent to the esti- 
mate of $3,000,000 made heretofore as to 
the cost of such plant. 


The senate spent half an, hour. In 


executive session, but beyond the con- 
firmation of Secretary Root and the 
relerence to committee of the numerous 
nominations sent In, transacted no busi- 
ness.

Horrible Death

r Maysville, Ky., Dec. 7.—A mob of men 
look Richard Coleman, the 
coloisd 


murder of Mrs. Lashbrook, from jail 
yesterday and burned him alive. 
Th-. 


coroner held an Inquest on Coleman's 
femalns, and

"death at tht hands of a mob."

*iunteis took every fragment 
of the 


body that they could lay hands on. 
Al I 


the afternoon children kept up the 
fire around the blackened body. 
The 


action of the mob is universally ap 
proved by women here. 


The dreadful spectacle occurred on the 


cricket grounds on the outskirts of this 
city. 
Two months ago Coleman mur 


dered the woman who had befriended 
him. 
Coleman was trusted imphcitlj 


by both Luehbrook and his wife. 
On 


the day of the murder Lashbrook was at 
work some distance from the house, of 
which Coleman was left In charge. Mrs 
Lashbrook had driven to Maysville and 
returned, when Coleman asked her to 
enter the cabin to look at some work on 
which ha had been engaged. 


Tha negro locked ihe door on the In- 


slde. 
Mrs, Lashbroofs became fright- 


ened and screamed. 
Coleman struck 


her on the head, knocking her down, 
but not stopping her cries. 
He then 


seized a razor and cut her throat. 
He 


picked up the bleeding body and placed 
it on the bed. 
He then left the room, 


but returning and hearing her groaning, 
he struck her repeatedly on the head 
with an axe, until he was sure she was 
dead. 


Without any show of alarm or re- 


morse, the negro -washed the blood from 
his hands and clothing and went to 
where Lashbrook was at work In the 
field, and told him that he had better 
come to the house, as soma one had 
killed his wjf e. Lashbrook did not take 
the matter serioasly until Coleman in- 
sisted that his wife was dead. 
Even 


then, so great was the confidence of 
Lashbrook in' Coleman that no thought 
occurred that he was the murderer. 


It was not until after the officers ar- 


rived that suspicion was directed agralnst 
Coleman. 
Blood spots had been found 


on his clothing, but he accounted for 
them by saying that he had been kill- 
ing chickens 
That night, however, at 


Maysville, a partial confession was Ob- 
tained, and, knowing the resulj: if the 
fact should become known, the officers 
quietly took him to Covington. 
He 


made a complete confession to the jailer. 
The stoiy of his crime, including worse 
than murder, was told by him without 
any appearance of feeling. 


The trial was sat for yesterday. Sher- 


iff Perrine decided to leave Covington 
by the morning train. 
Coleman ha<J 


been told Tuesday night to prepare to 
return to the scene of bis crime. 
He 


•was stricken with fear, and begged 
piteously to be permitted to remain IT) 
Covlngton until after his trial. 
The 


prisoner, with his escort, arrived here 
at 10:20 o'clock. 
As th« train pulled 


into the station, the mob form*;* on 
both sides. Armed men stationed them 
Stives at the plaUorms.o|jijl 


and warned the frightened passeifgefs 
to remain quiet. 
The sheriff and his 


assistants were strongly armed, and 
there was some resistance as the lead- 
ers of the mob jostled against them, and 
demands were uttered ^rom the outer 
fringes of the ci owd for the prisoner. 


Sheriff Perrine started walking swift- 


ly from the car. A step behind him 
followed the officers with Coleman, seek- 
ing to conceal himself behind the forms 
of his protectors 
As the officers pro- 


ceeded, the numbers of the mob were 
constantly swelled by new arrivals, 
and through the down-town business 
streets to the courtliousa the officers 
were closely followed. 
Hundreds of 


stones and other missiles were thrown, 
and revolvers and rifles were freely dis- 
played. 
The prisoner was frequently 


struck, and he presented a frightful ap- 
pearance, blood streaming from wounds 
on his face and head. 
At the court-

Records of the Men Selected to Command the New 


Regiments In the Philippines«-What It Costs 


to Land Troops Where They Will Be of 


Service Against the Filipinos.

WENTY-FOUR 
infantry 
regi- 


ments and one cavalry regiment 
of United States volunteers are 


being organized for the war in the 
Philippines. Of these 25 regiments, 22 
have been or will be organized in the 
States. Two of the infantry regiments 
and the cavalry regiment have been 
organized in the Philippines, chiefly 
from volunteers from the state regi- 
ments who have re-enlisted. 


With these new volunteer regiments 


filed to the maximum, the strength of 
the army will be about 91,000 men, of 
which 33,000 will be volunteers. The 
authorized volunteer establishment,is 
86,000, and it is quite probable that two 
more regiments will be organized. 
Nearly 50,000 troops have already been 
sent to the Philippines in the numerous 
expeditions, and when all of the volun- 
teers havs leached their destination 
the total force called into the field to 
cope with Aguiualdo's insurgents will 
have reached the figure of 80,000 men. 
In this 80,000 are, of course, included 
the state volunteer regiments which 
have returned or are about to return. 


Next to the personnel of the soldiers, 


the important thing is the leaders of 
the regiments. Recruiting officers say 
that the men offering themselves for 
service in the Philippines are of the 
very best—that is to say, the rush to 
enlist is so.great that it is possible to 
Select first class material. Many veter- 
ans of the volunteer regiments are en- 
listing, and knowledge of the hardships 
to be endured is now so widespread

In Cuba, at the 
time of the very first attack on San 
Juan Hill, Captain Kennon had a 
chance to show his fighting qualities. 
The Sixth regiment was the first to go 
forward to open fire upon the block-

I It was a great surprise to the troops to 
' find that barrier across the line of 
march. The gallant Colonel Egbert 
and Captain Kennon went forward 
alone to reconnoiter beyond the river, 
and, 
having satisfied themselves that 


the regiment rould pass, they went 
back and ordered it forward. Captain 
Kennon's company led off and dashed 
into the stream, lining up along the 
other side, and. with Colonel Egbert, 
advancing through the brush as skir- 
mishers to protect the crossing of the 


the Second cavalry.- He IB among the 
youngest of the colonels, having grad- 
uated from West Point as recently as 
1890. 
He served with the Second caval- 


ry in the southwest and took part in 
the capture of the notorious "Apache 
Kid." 


When the Spanish war broke out, 


Lieutenant Wallace was sent to Mon- 
tana to muster in the volunteers, and 
was appointed lieutenant colonel of the 
First Montana regiment. He served 
with it in the Philippines up to the time 
of his appointment to take command 
of the Thirty-seventh. 


The Eleventh . cavalry has been or- 


ganized in the Philippines during the 
summer under the lead of Colonel J. 
S. Lockett, who \*ab promoted from 
the rank of captain in the Fourth cav- 
alry. He is a native of Georgia and 
graduated at West Point in 1875. 


Under the second order for volun- 


teers there are being raised 12 regi- 
ments, two, the Forty-eighth and For- 
ty-ninth, 10 be composed of colored 
men. 
The regiments will be organized

Colonel Anderson was promoted from 


the rank of major in the Sixth cavalry. 
He is a native of New Jersey, and after 
graduating from West Point served 
with his regiment on the plains. Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Pratt was promoted 
irom the rank of major in the Twenty- 
nurd infantry. He had served with 
his regiment on the 
plains, par- 


ticularly against the Apache and Sioux 


throughout the country that only men 
of hardihood and character come for- 
ward, as a rule, to take up the burden 
of a. campaign in the tropics. 


While the officers of the regular army 


have cause to complain of the method 
*>t choosing the leaders for these new 
/egiments, it is evident' that the best 
'aterests of the regiments themselves 
have been looked after in the selections 
Which have been made. Looking be- 
yond the regiments, there is a strong 
probability -of friction In the way of 
army discipline if the troops are really 
called upon to wage active warfare in 
the field. 


'In choosing the colonels for the new 


regiments the war department has act- 
ed upon the principle that the colonel 
makes the regiment, and not the regi- 
ment the colonel. 
Army men know 
that it is impossible to have a good reg- 
iment—that is to say, a good fighting 
and service regiment—for any length of 
time without a good colonel. A regi- 
ment that is composed of good men and 
good line officers may worry along for 
a time and keep its record bright, but 
in the end it is sure to go backward un- 
less its leader is of the right type. The 
colonel of a regiment is in a sense a 
patriarch, the father of his men. Be- 
tween the colonel and the enlisted men 
the relationship should be that of father 
and sons. The captains look after the 
immediate discipline of the companies; 
their position is that of head men of 
companies. In point of fact they are 
the bosses or drivers who hold the in- 
dividuals of their commands well in 
band, whereas the colonel is the boss 
or driver of the company commanders, 
and it does not undermine discipline If 
he maintains a friendly and even fa- 
therly interest in the individual sol- 
diers of the regiment. The colonel is 
the last arbiter in any disputes among 
the officers of the regiment and in any 
matters coming up between the soldiers 
and their company officers. All this is 
very important, and during the stage of 
organizing "regiments from raw ma- 
terial, thje character which the regiment 
will have is generally formed at the 
very outset, or, at least, it should be; 
and if the Held officers are of the right 
type, the new regiment will at once take 
Its position in the fighting line aa a unit 
of the army. 


In the kind of warfare which has ob- 


tained In .the. Philippines so far the 
regiment stands out as a unit. There 
have been no real charges of whole 
brigades, and doubtless there will be 
none. Brigades of three or four regi- 
ments have Joined in a spirited advance, 
but, as a rule, wherever there has been 
• dash the charging line was composed 
of a battalion or two, or at the most a 
regiment. 


The ten regimento authorized in June 


have been filled. The following Is a lift 
of their field officers:

—Colonel Ephraim T. C. Richmond, 
Lieutenant Colonel John S. Mallory. 


Colonel Richmond's regular rank is 


that of captain in the Second artillery. 
He was born in Maryland, and has 
served with the artillery in various 
posts since 1868. Lieutenant Colonel 
Mallory graduated from West Point in 
1879. 
He served on the western frontier, 


chiefly as a staff officer. At the time 
of his appointment he was serving on 
the staff of General Otis at Manila. 


Forty-second infantry, Fort Niagara,

Colonel Thompson began his military

He rose to rank 
and was appointed to the regular army 
at the close of the war. At the time of 
his appointment to the colonelcy he was 
a major in the Twenty-fourth infantry 
(colored). Lieutenant Colonel Crowder 
was appointed from Missouri and grad- 
uated from West Point in 1881. Hii 


from eap',a>n Fourth artillery; Lieuten- 
ant Colonel William S. Scott, promoted 
from captain of the First cavalry. 


Colonel Howe is a native of Indiana, 


He has served continuously with his 
rejimtnts in various posts in the west. 
Lieutenant Colonel Scott is a Texan. 
In 1898 he served in the field in the 
adjutant general's department. 


Forty-eighth infantry (colored), Fort 


Thomas, Ky.—Colonel William P. Du- 
vall. 


Colonel Duvall's regular rank was 


that of captain in the First artillery, 
but he has held the rank of lieutenant 
colonel in the new Twenty-sixth in- 
fantry since its organization at Platts- 
burg. He is a native of Maryland, and 
graduated from West Point in 1869. 


Forty-ninth infantry (colored), Jeffer- 


son Barracks, Mo.—Colonel William H. 
Beck. Colonel Beck is captain in the 
Tenth cavalry and fought gallantly in 
Cuba. 
The recruits for the Forty-eighth and 


Forty-ninth are to be gathered from 
the country at large. All the regi- 
mental officers are to be white men, 
but the company officers will be col- 
ored men. 
The regular officers call attention to 


the confusion which is likely to arise 
in the matter of rank when the volun- 
teers and regulars :ome together on 
the battlefield. Several of the new reg- 
imental commanders are company offi- 
cers in the regular army, but as a vol- 
unteer rank is equal to that of a regu- 
lar, it will be found that a youthful 
captain or a lieutenant will in his vol- 
unteer rank be superior to the gray 
haired major or lieutenant colonel of 
his own regular regiment. It Is held 
that there was an abundance of majors 
and lieutenant colonels with good rec- 
ords from among whom the colonels 
of the new regiments might have been 
selected without creating any confusion 
or ill feeling. For another thing, the 
majority of the field officers of the new 
regiments are taken from cavalry and 
artillery. 
It has been given out at 


headquarters that it is because the ar- 
tillery and cavalry are not needed, and 
the good of the service will be best 
maintained by leaving the infantry offi- 
cers where they are, with the regiments. 
This is called a very "diaphanous" rea- 
son, because the artillery and cavalry 
officers could be transferred to the in- 
fantry arm to fill the places vacated 
through the promotion of majors and 
lieutenant colonels of infantry to lead 
the new regiments. 


Attention is called by these critics to 


the fact that only two of the 24 colo- 
nels appointed to infantry regiments 
ever served as field officers In Infantry. 


It is impossible to arrive at a close 


estimate of the cost of raising, equip- 
ping, maintaining and transporting a 
regiment of volunteers for service in 
the Philippines. Officials in charge ot 


the w.ork say that the expense for re- 
cruiting and organizing the 22 regi- 
ments now forming in the States will 
be -merely nominal. 
The recruiting- 


offices are maintained, anyway, and 
there is no additional expense for ren- 
dezvous because sites owned by the 
government are chosen. In on* in» 
stance the camp is under a leas* not 
yet expired. 


For clerical help in the eastern sta- 


tions there is no extra cost, as the work 
is done by men taken from the ranks 
of recruits. It costs the government $13 
a month for an enlisted clerk doing 
work for which a civilian would be paid 
$75 or $100. 


The following table gives all the costs 


which can be charged against the new 
regiments so far as the same can' be 
ascertained, even approximately:

The lowest rate found for a regiment 


from New York to San Francisco is 
$30,500 for 1,300 men. The rate would 
decrease from points west, but there 
are full local fares paid from remote 
sections to the general rendezvous 
where competing lines-enter in. 


The cost from San Francisco to 


Manila is based upon the carrying 
capacity of a transport chartered at 
$600 per day, and accommodating a 
regiment of about 1,300 men. 


It will be three months from the time 


the work of recruiting the new regi- 
ments begins before the first one 
reaches the Philippines, and, making all 
allowances for late enlistments, th'e 
government must pay and maintain the 
volunteers on the average at least three 
months in order to place them at the 
front. Before the Spanish war It cost 
the government an average of $150 to 
recruit, clothe and equip a soldier and 
transport him to his regiment. Accord- 
ing to the figures in the above table the 
cost per man for volunteers sent to the 
Philippines is $165. With the cost of 
recruiting, organizing 
and wear and 


tear added the sum might reach $200. 


The expenditures from the ordinary 


appropriations for the maintenance of ' 
the regular army of 25,000 men for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1S98, was 
about $25,000,000, or $1,000 per man. It 
may be assumed that this was the av- 
erage cost in peace times. The items 
enumerated in the war department ta- 
ble are for pay, including that of all 
general and staff officers, subsistence, 
quartermasters* 
supplies, transporta- 


tion, clothing and medical and ordinance 
departments. At least one-half of the ex- 
penditures on the home establishment 
are of a nature not to be considered in 
estimating the ordinary cost of main- 
taining 25,000 men for Philippine serv- 
ice. 


But war In the Philippines calls for 


extraordinary expenditures, too vast 
and too uncertain to be computed, ex- 
penditures incidental to a state of war- 
fare, and therefore not belonging in 
the class with those incurred in main- 
taining a home army in time of peace. 


In the item of pay tlone, for instance, 


20 per cent must be added for the troops. 
while on duty in the Philippines. The 
cost of subsistence must necessarily be 
heavily increased and the loss by de- 
struction of military property, with the 
wear and tear of equipments and ma- 
terial, is also extraordinarily heavy, 
even for war. 


The war department estimates are 


suggestive in this connection. For the 
year ending June 30, 1898, for 25,000 men, 
$25,000,000. 
The estimate for the year 


ending June 30, 1899, was about the 
same, but during the six months ending 
June 30, 1899, the estimates for ex- 
traordinary expenditures called for an 
additional $60,000,000. The estimate for 
the year ending June 30, 1900, call for 
about $150,000,000 to cover the same 
items covered in 1898 by $25,000,000. The 
strength of the army for 1899-1900 was 
doubtless placed at 100,000 men. 


The item for pay for the year is four 


times as great as for the peace estimate 
of 1897-8; for subsistence, transporta- 
tion and clothing, each, 12 times as 
much for 1899-1900 as lor 1897-8, and 
that for quartermasters' supplies seven 
times as gieat. Thus it appears that 
while the expenditures for pay are. pro- 
portionate to the number of troops 
other expenditures are extraordinary. 


APPARATUS FOR HOME ATHLETICS. 


In all well appointed gymnasiums for 


both men ana women, both heavy and 
light apparatus are to be had for those 
desiring either sort. But the apparatus 
most used in all gymnasiums is of very 
moderate weight. The clubs and dumb- 
bells are of one or one and a half 
pounds each and not exceeding two 
pounds. These are preferred in devel- 
opment work by both men and women. 
These are the best sizes if properly 
used, and no club or dumbbell exercise 
is worth anything unless it is correctly 
done, so that each movement "tells" on 
the proper muscle. A mere swinging 
around of clubs will accomplish noth- 
ing.It is said that the most powerful ath- 
letes have trained their bodies and de- 
veloped their powers with apparatus no 
heavier than this. It is considered that 
heavy apparatus is apt to overstrain 
the muscles instead of hardening or 
strengthening them, and the best au- 
thorities say it should not be used. 


The correct movements with clubs or 


dumbbells are easily learned, and much 
benefit can be got at home by the prop- 
er use of them. They can be bought 
very cheaply at any large athletic out- 
fitters.

Magnificent Maaner la Which the 


Men Held OB to Their Charger* to 
Protect Them From Injury Daring 
• Terrific Storm Ofl the Ea»t Coant 
Of Africa. 
The Northern Whig (English) pub- 


lishes the following letter from Lord 
Frederick Blackwood to his father, 
Lord Dufferin, giving a vivid account 
of the experiences passed through dur- 
ing a terrific storm encounteTed on Oct 
10, off the east coast of Africa, by 
Squadron 0 of the Ninth lancers in 
transport: 


I do not really know where to begin 


this letter, such exciting .and horrible 
things have happened since last I 
wrote to you. We got to Durban all 
safe and as happy as larks on Oct. 9, 
expecting to disembark and go up to 
the front immediately. To our disgust, 
however, we were told not to land, but 
to go off at once to the Cape. Accord- 
ingly, at 5 p. m. that night, we started 
off again. Next morning the sea seem- 
ed fairly talm, and we were all laugh- 
ing and joking at the way we were 
rolling about. 
You must understand 


that our troop of horses were in wood- 
en stalls on the upper deck. This was 
my troop, consisting of 38 troop horses, 
together with my own chargers, and 12 
mules. All the other troops and their 
horses were down below between 
decks. 


"Stables" was at 11 p. m., when it 


had begun to get rather rough. How- 
ever, we still smiled, but the rolling 
got worse and worse, and my horses on 
the upper deck began to fall down, and 
we smiled no more. Every man was 
told to hang on to his horse so as to 
keep Its chest away from the front 
board when the animal was thrown 
forward by the roll. At last the roll- 
Ing became terrific and the seas enor- 
mous. All my troops were drenched 
over and over again. One man, a cor- 
poral, got wabhed ou his feet and was 
thrown four times with great violence 
up and down the deck. The extraor- 
dinary thing was he did not break 
anything. At last the wooden frame- 
work of the stabling began to crack, 
and I expected every minute to see the 
whole thing collapse and all my men 
killed. I then went to Lund, a captain 
in the Ninth lancers, and told him that 
I thought it was getting dangerous-tor 
my men to stay CE any longer, and he 
gave the ordet for No. 1 troop horses 
to be abandoned. Five minutes after 
that one entire side of the woodwork 
gave way. 
Two of my charges and 


four others were immediately washed 
overboard. 


Now came the most horrible scene 


I have ever witnessed. The deck was 
covered with one mass of struggling 
horses and mules, mixed up with the 
broken woodwork of the stables, the 
whole being hurled first to one side of 
the deck and then to the other, all hor- 
ribly wounded, most with broken legs 
and some with eyes torn out. My first 
charger, the one you gave me and the 
nicest horse I am ever likely to have, 
was among them, but I managed from 
a hatchway to get a shot at her with 
my revolver, and so I am glad to say 
none of my three suffered the torments 
of hell like the others. 
To make a 


long story short, out of 50 horses and 
mules on my deck, only three were 
saved, two horses, whose stalls had re- 
mained intact, and one mule, which 
had a most miraculous escape, having 
been wasned down the hatchway into 
the hold below and being absolutely 
unhurt. Things were hardly better be- 
tween decks below. On one deck a 
huge water tank broke loose and went 
hurling about, killing two horses. On 
this account this deck had to be aban- 
doned by the men.. It was a horrible 
thing having to Jump this way and 
that to avoid horses that kept hurling 
up and down, kicking and screaming. 
The arms rack gave'way, and I was 
sent to try to collect the carbines. 
We had managed to stack most of 
them when an enormous roll came, 
and down they went, rushing from one 
side to the other. Luckily, we were 
all able to jump on .tables, except one 
man, 
who fell among the wreckage, 


cutting his head open and laying him 
out. 


All the men down below remained 


with the horses till 6f p. m., when they 
•were ordered up, and they all huddled 
In the passages and on top of the en- 
gine room, shivering and chattering all 
night with the cold. All my men had 
been long since drenched to the skin, 
and not a man got a bite of food ex- 
cept what we could give them In the 
way of a few biscuits. I wish you could 
have seen the way the men behaved. 
It was really magnificent. They never 
thought of letting go of their horses 
until they were absolutely ordered to, 
though they did not know when tho 
wooden frame might give way. All 
this time, as the captain told us, the 
ehip was not under control and would 
not steer. He thought at the time it 
was because they had taken out a lot 
of her cargo at Durban and so lighten- 
ed her, but the next morning, when the 
sea weut down and she still would not 
answer her helm, he had the rudder 
examined and found it was broken and 
useless. It was not very pleasant when 
the dear old skipper came down and 
informed us that we were rudderless 
aud that If an easterly gale sprung up 
we would go ashore. I did my best, 
but I could not eat much breakfast 
that morning. However, things turned 
out better than we expected, and we 
are now going five knots an hour with' 
a jury rudder and are getting in the 
track of shtps again, when we hope to 
get towed somewhere.

RESULT OF BLACKMAIL CASE 


Trial Held Yesterday and Mr. Torrey 


Was Discharged. 
Evidence of 


Witness From This City Con- 


found's Woman's Story, 


LoctM Lawyer Appears 


The Torrey-Atwood blackmai 1-fcasa 


in Williamstown, which has been the 
talk of the town for the past few 
weeks, since its trial in the Williams- 
town court, took a new turn yesterday 
afternoon, and a decided 
sensation 


was sprung in the police court, when 
the complainant in the former case, 
Lemuel C. Torrey, a member of the 
board of selectmen, was made the de- 
fendant in a case ,the charge in which 
was a statutory offense, and the com- 
plainant in which was the defendant 
in the former case, Mrs. Minette At- 
wood. 


The fact that an action of the kind 


had been brought against Mr. Torrey 
was kept very quiet .and few knew of 
it until the court room was opened, 
soon after 2 o'clock. The direct charge 
against Mr. Torrey was that he was 
the father of twin children, to which 
Mrs. Aiwooa gave birth July 14, 1899, 
in Keene, N. H. 


The prominence of Mr. Torrey hag 


made the case one of unusual interest 
in this city as well as "Williamstown, 
and popular sympathy has been with 
him. 
The trial yesterday was a sen- 


sational one, and turned largely on the 
reputations of the two principals. Her 
character was attacked at every point. 
Many witnesses testified that 
her 


reputation for truth and veracity was 
extremely bad, and the climax was 
capped by the sworn statement of 
another man that at the time the 
crime was charged against Mr. Torrey 
he himself had committed the crime, 
and thus cleared Mr. Torrey jcom- 
pletely. 


The attorney of the 
complainant, 


Clarence Niles of this city, asked for 
a continuance of the case at the start, 
but Lawyer Clarence Smith of the de- 
fense objected and demanded a trial at 
once, which was granted by Judge 
Tenney. 


The complainant Mrs. Minette At- 


wood, was the first witness sworr, a^a 
testified that she had applied to L. C. 
Torrey for aid from the town of Wil- 
liamstown because her husband was 
in Pittsfield jail, and that she had no 
means of supporting herself and two 
children; that when Mr. Torrey came 
to her home in the Notch to inves- 
tigate her case, he committed the 
crime; that the children were twins 
and that they were born in Keene, N. 
H., and that she had never stated who 
the father of them was until she 
charged Mr. Torrey with the crime. 
The date of commission of the crime 
was between the fourteenth and eigh- 
teeth days of September, 1898. She 
was cross-examined by Lawyer Smith 
and became much confused. Upon the 
completion of her evidence, the prose- 
cution announced that it rested its 
case. 


The first witness for the defense was 


the respondent himsslf, and he refuted 
abaoJutely the testimony of the com- 
plainant. He said that September 14, 
1898, ho was in Pittsfield, electioneer- 
ing at the Pittsfield fc.tr in his county 
commissioner fight, and that on the 
following day alleged he was in Wil- 
liamstown. He denied having been in 
the Notch since 1892, when he aided in 
the survey of a line between this city 
and Williamstown. 


C. G. Sanford was next called. He 


is the chairman of the board of select- 
men and of the overseers of the poor, 
and said that he personally attended 
to the case of Mrs. Atwood, and that' 
so far as he knew the defendant had 
no connection with it. 


The defense then 
endeavored 
to 


prove that the reputation of the com- 
plainant for truth and veracity was 
v ~ry bad, and 
succeeded 
extremely 


well. C. G. Sanford, chairman of the 
board of selectmen; Dr. J. B. Hull, Mr. 
and Mm William, H. Smedley, T. P. 
Goodrich, Mr. and Mrs. Eugene F. 
Goodrich, Samuel G. Whelden, Harriet 
Whelden, 
M. 
M. 
Gavitt, 
Cha,un- 


cey M. Blake, Mrs. Carrie Gamitt, 
and Mrs. Ida Wisher, all siwore that 
the woman's reputation for truth and 
veracity was very bad. 


At this point Lawyer Smith present- 


ed documenta,ry evidence1 to the fact 
that the woman, when she gave birth 
to- the children in Keene. N. H., stated 
that the father's name was Orlin A. 
Atwood, the woman's husband. When 
questioned in regard to thisi.the wo- 
man, who had been crying, became 
completely confused, and hesitated in 
giving her answers, which were discon- 
nected and in contradictio§ to the 
weight of evidence. 


A decided sensation was sprung1 at 


this point, when Dwain Beebei was 
sworn by the defense. 
He was a 


boarder in the Atwood residence1 from 
the first of September to the latter 
part of the following month, and his 
presencei in the witness stand was a 
surprise to the prosecution. His tes- 
timony was important and valuable 
for the defense, for Beebe swore that 
for a month previous and a month fol- 
lowing the time when it was alleged 
the crime was committed by Mr. Tor- 
rey he lived alone with Mrs. Atwood 
as man and wife. 


The cross-examination by Lawyer 


Nileg was severe, a,nd an attempt was 
made to make Beebe admit that he 
had been persuaded to come to Wil- 
liamstown from this city and testify, 
and that he had received money for BO 
doing, but Lawyer Niles was not suc- 
cessful. 


At the close of the case Lawyer Nilea 


made an earnest plea for his client, 
asking that the case be sent to the 
grand jury for final disposition, but 
Judge Tenney believed that the prose- 
cution had 
failed to make a, case 


agatnst Mr. Torrey and 
discharged 


him. 


This leaves the woman In an un- 


pleasant situation, since she is now un- 
der bonds of $1000 to appear before the 
grand Jury to a,n?wer the change of 
blackmail.
